Iron, adapted to the mantfacture of Bessemer 
steel, is found in large quantities at various 
points along the line for 500 miles. A sods bed 
lies pear the road so rich that it is believed it will 
ultimately exclude foreign soda, of which $5,000, - 
000 worth wereimported last year. At Green Riv- 
er, there is an oil-bearing shale, from which 
lubricating and burning oils can be produced at 
a cost of 15 cente a gallon, competing with the 
oils of West Virginia.

safe and that gives no trouble. To lead these 
persons to go into the banking business, some- 
thing more than an ordinary inducement must be 
offered. They must be convinced not only that 
the bonds can be used at a considerably 
higher rate of profit by pledging them for cur- 
rency, but that banking will bring better re- 
turns than mortgage loans, Bear in mind that 
when 8 man puts up hie bonds as security for 
circulation at Washington, he cannot take them 
back at his own pleasure. He assumes the 
risks of the banking business, and pledges the 
bonds against those risks. An experienced 
and careful banker in thie city informs us that 
the losses in the ‘banking business from 
bad loans, mercantile failures, etc., are equal to 
nearly 3 per cent, and cannot be put at less than 
23¢ per cent. Bear in mind, aleo, thatthe bonds 
are not taxable by or under State or municipal 
authority, while banking capital is taxable. 
Mr. James Buell, President of the Importers’ 
and Traders’ National Bank, of New York, told 
the House Committee on Banking and Currency 
that these taxes amoanted to 3 per cent in New 
York City, 5 per cent in Albany, end 2 to5 per 
cent in the smaller cities and villages of that

position that “* free banking does not necessarily 
imply inflation.” He proposed as a safe and ju- 
dicious measure that s free banking: bill shouid 
be passed, and that then there should be # green- 
back dollar retired for every bank-note dollar 
ineued ‘till the greenback circulation was reduced 
to 800,000,000, after which he believed that a 
system of bank-note redemption would take 
place naturally, and thus produce elasticity 

the currency. Formerly, he said, we moved the 
crops by expansion—now we move them by con- 
traction. He thought that elasticity was the 
first thing to be secured, After that, the prob- 
lem of restoring specie payment would be shorn 
of nine-tenthe of its difficulties. Mr. Buell’s 
saggestions and arguments are, on the whole, 
the wisest that we have seen from any so-called 
“ practical man” since the currency debate

SANBORN—BOUTWELL—BUTLER. 

The contracts of the Treasury Department with 
Sanborn, the friend and associate of Ben Butler, 
by which he was authorized to “discover and 
collect” unpaid internat revenue taxes on 
shares, is at last attracting the attention of the 
country, especially to its criminal features. In 
the winter of 1872, the Senate Committee on Ap- 
propriations, of which Senator Sawyer, of South 
Carolina, was » member, reported an amendment 
to the Appropriation bill suthorizing the Secretary 
of the Treasury to employ not more than three 
persons to assist the revenue officers of the Gov- 
ernment to discover and collect any money be- 
longing to the United States and withheld by 
any person, or corporetion, It was adopted 
by the Senate. The House rejected it, as 
@ mere cover for spies and blackmailers. Mr. 
Butler championed it lustily. The Senate Com- 
mittee of Conference, of which Sawyer was one, 
refused to yield, and, though the House rejected 
it four or five times, the Senate Committee in- 
sisted upon it, and finally compelled the House 


From and after the passage of this act the Secretary 
of the Treasury shall have power to employ not more 
than three persons to aseiet the proper oficere of the 
Government im discovering and collecting any money 


_ belonging te the United States whenever the same 


shall be withheld by any person or corporation, upon 
such terms and conditions as he shall deem best for 
the interest of the United States. But no compensa- 
tion shall be paid to such persans except out of the

In due time s contract was made with John D. 


Sanborn, and also in due time Mr. Sawyer re- 
tired from the Senate and beeame Assistant-Seo- 
retary of the Treasury.

Armed with this letter, Sanborn at once en- 
tered the offices of internal revenue, examined 
the books, and ascertained what taxes were due 
and unpaid. He™ discovered” nothing that was 
not known to the proper officers. In some cases, 
by the corrupt connivance of the local officers, 
various taxes falling due were recorded as col- 
lected by Sanborn; in other cases, where he 
found that taxes had been paid in large amounts, 
he presented nis claim for having discovered sad 
collected them, and in every such case the Treas- 
ury Department paid him his contract price, 
which was 50 per cent, or one-half of all sume 
collected, Under this contract, Mr. Sanbora, in 
the course of 1873, was credited with having col- 
lected $400,000, one-half of which was paidto 
him. The Solicitor of the Treasury states 
that Sanborn’s contract related to claims 
which were nol of record in the . Col- 
lectors’ offices, but the collections made by 
him were of taxes of record in those 
and known to the Collectors and to the Depart- 
ment, He had, by virtue of Mr. Boutwell’s let- 
ter, required the local officers to give him from 
their books liste of unpaid taxes; be had then 
used the ordinary of the office to col- 
lect them, and had claimed and been paid one- 
half the money. 

In the case of the Delaware, Lackawanna & 
Weaterp Railroad, which paid taxes for s num- 
ber of ite ‘leased lines, there was « difference 
among the officers of the Government as to the 
exact amount of taxes due. A correspondence 
with the Department delayed the matter. Tlie 
Company never refused to pay the tax, but 
On the 6th of Sannary, 1874, the Supervisor of 
the Revenue informed the Oompany that the 
Government had fixed the tax at $99,635, 


and the Company paid the améunt directly to the 


Treasury. On.Jan. 8, Samborn wrote. to the 
Secretary that he had been instrumental in col- 
lecting that money, and accordingly one-half the 
sum was paid to him! The President of the Rail- 
road Company declares that he never heard of 
Sanborn; that whatever delay there was in the 
payment of the tax was due solely to the inabil- 
ity of the officers of the Government to state 
the amount.
